TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—Allow ne to thank several corre 
spondents who in the Jrish Times and private! 
have given particulars of the barometric pee | 
ings of the anticyclone of the 25th February. 
The most authoritative record is that from the 
Meteorological Office, London (to the director 
of which I beg to tender my acknowledgments), 
which states that “the highest pressure pub- 
lished im the daily weather report during the 
anticyelone of February 25th was 30.87 inches 
(at degrees F and mean sea level) recorded 
at Hodhes Point.” According to the same 
authority, the highest previous record was on 
the 8th January, 1896, when a mazcimum of 
31.05 inches was reached.
